"I have always loved my native 
language, and I think 
I 
love It 
none the less after careful study 
of the romance tongues,” says Mr. 
Fanning. ‘‘I realize, of course, that 
there is a sm oothness about th-' 
Italian language which 
invites to 
song: there is a crispness about 
the French which is singularly at­ 
tractive and 
a 
ruggedness about 
the German which one can by no 
means escape. But, dm* partly to 
the fart that we have so compos­ 
ite a vernacular. I just

Foreign Minister Zimmerman's instructions to his government's repre­ 


sentative in Mexico, mapping out s t e p s to be taken to bring about, if 


possible, an alliance between Germany, Japan and Mexico, for Hie pur­ 


pose of \ aging a war of conquest against the Unit rd States need cause 


little fear in this country, startling and unexpected as was the denoue­ 


ment. 
There can be but lilt lf' doubt but that tile imperial government 


officials were thoroughly iii earnest in their efforts, anil perhaps they 


were confident th a t those efforts would result successfully, hut cir­ 


cum stances are such that the propositions must eventuate in complete 


failure, 
lf Mexico was the only factor in the plans, there might b 


some chance for the wily Teutons to effect tin* combination desired and j 


give uh some trouble, for, judging from past actions, Carranza would 


welcome any opportunity for real w ar with the United States, that 


carried with ii the slightest prospects of success, and an alliance with 


Germany with this object would undoubtedly appeal to him as contain­ 


ing this element. 
Fortunately, however, Alexico isn’t the only country necessary for 


the accomplishment of the plans outlined. 
Japan, too, must be brought 


into the contemplated triangle, and, believe as we may assertions that 


th a t country is only waiting its chance to attack the United States 


we must admit that the present is not a propitious time for such action. 


Jap a n now is one of the e n te n t e , bound by treaty and by self interest, 


especially to Great Britain and F r a n c e , and a combine with Germany 


for an> purpose, while the present w ar is on, would be but to invite 


destruction. 
This c o u n tr y need not fear anything from the govern­ 


ment of the Alikado now, w hatever the Alture m at hold. 
Therefore there is no cause for apprehension here as a result of 


the expose of the latest international plot of Hie German diplomats. 


The one big result of the revelation, coming just as it docs, is to com­ 


pletely and unanswerably refute the dramatic accusations made by 


Chancellor Von Hollweg in the reichstag

night, 
when 
he 


asserted that the United States had acted in bad faith when it “un- 


•expectedly” and "brusquely" broke off relations with his government. 


For it shows definitely and conclusively that before the break, even 


before the unrestricted w arfare announcement was made, German offi­ 


cials we re planning to m ake a war combine against this country, so as 


to be ready to strike, when as a result of the publication of its futm e 


subm arine policy, this government should take the action that it did. 


It Shows also that while Germany was at peace with the United 


States and professing the* most friendly sentiments towards it, its for- 


cd: n minister was engaged in secret efforts to persuade* other friendly 


nations to make a war alliance against it. 


For, if m ust bo borne in mind the Zimmerman note to the German 


minister in Mexico City proposing the unholy alliance, was written on 


July I ft, days before the under-sea 
w ar 
policy 
was 
oft iciailv 
a n ­ 


nounced. 
They were plotting w ar against the United States, when to 


all i n t e n t s and purposes the two nations were in thorough accord and 


perfect understanding.
